PRACTICAL FRUIT CULTURE. 


Ar this scason of the year the moat im-.” 
portant and influential of the horticultural 
societies are accustomed to hold their annual

The Pennsylvania Fruit-growers’ Associ- 
etion held their annual meeting in Philadel-

ment. Under a more gradual habit of grow- 
ing and pruning the trees develop more fruit- 
spurs, and become yearly more productive. 
Itis often the case that many orchards 
have become totally unproductive because 
kept too long in grass, which has been 
mowed close every year, carried off, fed to 
animals in the barn, and no manure applicd 
in return. Such a course soon exhausts the 
soil of all nutritive material; it becomes im- 
poverished. The roots of the trees are im- 
peded by the roots of the grass—both crowd- 
ing each other, secking for nourishment ; 
consequentiy the tree suffers, When they 
wet into such a condition as this one of two 
courses is necessary: either cover the surface 
cf the ground around the tree with a leral 
spread of lime, ashes, or decayed barnyard 
manure, out beyond the extremity of the 
branches; or else dig up the grass entirely 
near the tree, dig a trench around the outer 
circle of the roots, and fill it full of leaf-mold, 
macure, ashes, and rich sod, pruning the top 
at the saine time, and the trees will soon 
come. back again to productivencss. No 
grass forming a finer sod than clover should 
‘be alowed to grow in the orchard, and this 
oniy When absolutely neccessary. Every three 
years it is well to break up even this growth 
of grass, and Iet the orchard remain one year 
without it. Then seed down again, It is 
not advisable to do even this for any portion 
of the country where the trecs are already 
fruiting well. Ina northcrn latitude grass is 
an injury. More southerly—say Delaware, 
Maryland, or-stWllower—it is often a necessi, 
ty, and the oniv meuns of protecting the 
trees against the effects ofthe long, hot sum- 
mer’s drought and too rapid wood-crowth. 
In our Northern States we regard it always 
a wise and safe plan to cultivate the orchards 
thoroughly, keepipy them free from grass 
and manuring them every fali. They should 
occupy the ground entirely to themselves, 
and no grain crops be allowed on the same 
soil, under any circumsiances. 





EFFECTS OF FREE TRADE ON 
AGRICULTURE. 


Ocr farm friends who are called upon now 
and then by enthusiasts to believe the won- 
derful advantages of free trade will be inter- 
ested to read the following bit of history of 
some free trade expcriments in Russia, many 
years.ago. 

The free- trade system was tried by the 
Russian Government in the year 1818, and 
with disastrous results. After an expcrience 
‘| with it of twelve years, Count Nesselrode, 
the prime minister, thus sadly spoke of its 
effects: ‘‘It is with the most lively feelings 
of regret we acknowledge it is our own 
proper experience which enables us to trace 
the ‘following picture. The evils which it 
details have been realized in Russia and Po- 
land since the conclusion of the Act of De- 
cember, 7-19, 1818: Agriculture without a 
market, industry without protection, languish 
and decline; specie is exported, and the most 
solid commercial houses are shaken.” The peo- 
ple of this country will recognize the pic- 
ture; for they have several times experienced 
the same, and always in times when free-trade 
views have prevailed in the Government. 

Our farmers must not be blindly led by 
fanatics. Good prices for farm produce can 
be obtained only when our manufactures and 
commerce are prosperous. Abolish the tariff, 
and it will, it is true, reduce the cost of all 
articles usually sold in our stores; but at the 
same time, it shuts up all our manufactories, 
stops the wages of the laboring man, brings 
down the prices of the farmer’s grain, be- 
cause he hes no market, and, at last, we have 
the despicable picture of secing our people 
reduced to a position of competition with 
the poor labor of Europe, and our specie

‘SODS. 

Waere gardens have been permitted to 

run down, and have not been properly fertil- 
ized, or are lacking in vegetable mold—which 
is, after all, the grand secret of fertility—it is 
a good plan to take the sods from some rich 
portion of the roadside. Cut them up, and 
either put them in ahcap with other manure 
to ferment and become well mixed, orto apply 
thickly to any part of the garden, and permit 
them to rot during the winter. An instance 
of this nature has come to hand, where a South- 
ern farmer, with little resources of home- 
made manure, desired to plant out a portion 
of his garden in cabbage. He was doubtfl 
whether commercial fertilizers would pay; 
for the soil was utterly destitute of humus 
or vegetable matter. He sect his team to 
work, opened furrows 4 feet apart, with a 
one-horse turn-plough, which was run twice 
each way, opening to a depth and width of 
about 10 inches. He then went to the road- 
sides, where he took up with a spade the wild 
grass-sods, the richest he could find, and of 
the same width as the furrows. He turned 
them bottom upward in the furrows, which 
were then filled full and covered over with 
loose earth from the hoe. The cabbage plants 
were then taken and in the next rain were 
dibbled into the loose earth, the roots reach- 
ing down to thesods. They commenced at 
once snd made a rapid growth, and the 
farmer states that a crop of cabbages was 
raised which excelled anything he had pre-* 
viously everscen on any land of his vicinity 
made rich by a liberal application of fertil- 
izers. The sod, besides supplying vegetable 
matter, which the soil lacked, also furnished a 
steady moisture for the roots of the plants, 
inducing unusual thriftincss where often 
crops would fal¥ from severe drought.

Apple 
orchards that are sod-bound should be 
broken up, cultivated, well manured every 
year, old limbs pruned, dead limbs cut out. 
Apply plenty of ashes, grow no crops in the 
orchard, and, wher new shoots appear, graft 
over to good varieties of apples which do 
wellin the cultivator’s own neighborhood. 
This J beiieve istbe best way to bring old 
trees and orchards back to fruitfulness. The 
manure has as much to do with the success 
of the trial as anything.

CULTIVATION OF FRUIT 
ORCHARDS. 


Mvca useless discussion has passed the 
rounds of the papers relative to the cultiva’ 
tion of fruit orchards, Doubtless it has been 
started by the advice of some theorists to 
keep the orchard in grass. This policy is 
inteuded to apply only in localities where the 
soii is too rich—as on the prairies, where the 
trees are stiranleted too much, aud grow too 
rapidly, without producing any fruit. Such a 
state of circumstances, of course, demands 
arestraint of the trees, and a change from 
wood-crowth to fruit-bearing habits. It is 
there that special practices are used, such as 
root-pruning, top-pruning, and, lastly, sow- 
ing the-orchard down to‘grass, which serves 
to check and restrain the too rapid develop- 
ment, Under a more gradual habit of grow- 
ing and pruning the trees devclop more fruit- 
spurs, and become yearly more productive. 

Itis often the case that many orchards 
have become totally unproductive because 
kept too long in grass, which has been 
mowed close every year, carried off, fed to 
animals in the barn, and no manure applied 
in return. Such a course soon exhausts the 
soil of all nutritive material; it becomes im- 
poverished. The roots of the trees are im- 
peded by the roots of the grass—both crowd- 
ing each other, secking for nourishment ; 
consequentiy the tree suffers. When they 
wet into such a condition as this one of two 
courses is necessary: either cover the surface 
of the ground around the tree with a leral 
spread of lime, ashes, or decayed barnyard 
manure, out beyond the extremity of the 
branches; or else dig up the grass entirely 
near the tree, dig a trench around the outer 
circle of the roots, and fill it full of leaf-mold, 
macure, ashes, and rich sod, pruning the top 
at the saine time, and the trees will soon 
come. back again to productiveness. No 
grass forming a finer sod than clover should 
“be aHowed to grow in the orchard, and this 
only When absolutely necessary. Every three 
years it is well to break up even this growth 
of grass, and let the orchard remain one year 
without it. Then seed down again, It is 
not advisable to do even this for any portion 
of the country where the trecs are already 
fruiting well. Ina northcrn latitude grass is 
an injury. More southerly—say Delaware, 
Maryland, or stil lower—it is often a necessi_ 
ty, and the oniy means ef protecting the 
trees against the effects ofthe long, hot sum- 
mer’s drough! and too rapid wood-growth. 
In our Northern States we regard it always

PRACTICAL FRUIT CULTURE. . 


Ar this scason of the year the moat im-.’ 


portant and influential of the horticultural 
societies are accustomed to hold their annual 
meetings, where are gathered hundreds of the 
practical orchardists, gardeners, small-fruit 
growers, and ourserymen of the country. 

The Pennsylvania Fruit-growers’ Associ- 
etion held their annual meeting in Philadel- 
phia, January 16th to 18th ult.; and a more 
than customary amount of practical and use- 
ful horticultural information was elicited, 

The annual address of Josiah Hooper, the 
president, upon the Constitution and Growth 
of Plants, brought out an opinion that the 
cause of sterility in fruits may come from the 
excess of vigor, a8 well as lack of vitality. 
The subject of the deterioration of our apple 
orchards, naturally coming up in this connec- 
tion, 

THOMAS MErcHAN said: The difference be- 
tween the apple orchards of the present day 
and the past is duc, in my opinion, entirely 
to the exhaustion of the soil. We should 
treat our fruit trees as well as our other 
crops, giving them sufficient nutrition. If 


a wise and safe plan to cultivate the orchards 
thoroughly, keeping them free from grass 
and manuring them every fali. They should 
occupy the ground entirely to themselves, 
and no grain crops be allowed on the same 
soil, under any circumstances, 





EFFECTS OF FREE TRADE ON 
AGRICULTURE, 


Ocr farm fricods who are called upon now 
and then by enthusiasts to believe the won- 
dcrful advantages of free trade will be inter- 
ested to read the following bit of history of 
some free trade experiments in Russia, many 
years.ago. 

The free- trade system was tried by the 
Russian Government in the year 1818, and 
with disastrous results. After an expcrience 
‘| with it of twelve years, Count Nesselrode, 
the prime minister, thus sadly spoke of its 
effects: ‘‘It is with the most lively feelings 
of regret we acknowledge it is our own 
proper experience which enables us to trace 
the following picture. The evils which it 
details have been realized in Russia and Po- 
land since the conclusion of the Act of De- 
cember, 7-19, 1818: Agriculture without a 
market, industry without protection, languish 
and decline; specie is exported, and the most 
solid commercial houses are shaken."” The peo- 
ple of this country will recognize the pic- 
ture; for they have several times experienced 
the same, and always in times when free-trade 
views have prevailed in the Government. 

Our farmers must not be blindly led by 
fanatics. Good prices for farm produce can 
be obtained only when our manufactures and 
commerce are prosperous. Abolish the tariff, 
and it will, it is true, reduce the cost of all 
articles usually sold in our stores; but at the 
same time, it shuts up all our manufactories, 
stops the wages of the laboring man, brings 
down the prices of the farmer’s grain, be- 
cause he hes no market, and, at last, we have 
tae despicable picture of seeing our people 
reduced to a position of competition with

‘SODS. 


Waere gardens have been permitted to 
run down, and have not been properly fertil- 
ized, or are lacking In vegetable mold—which 
is, after all, the grand secret of fertility—it is 
a good plan to take the sods from some rich 
portion of the roadside. Cut them up, and 
either put them in aheap with other manure 
to ferment and become well mixed, orto apply 
thickly to any part of the garden, and permit 
them to rot during the winter. An instance 
of this nature has come to hand, where a South- 
ern farmer, with little resources of home- 
made manure, desired to plant out a portion 
of his garden in cabbege. He was doubtful 
whether commercial fertilizers would pay; 
for the soil was utterly destitute of humus 
or vegetable matter. He sct his team to 
work, opened furrows 4 feet apart, with a 
one-horse turn-plough, which was run twice 
each way, opening to a depth and width o7 
about 10 inches. He then went to the road- 
sides, where he took up with a spade the wild 
grass-sods, the richest he could find, and of 
She same width as the furrows. He turned 
them bottom upward in the furrows, which 
were then filled full and covered over with 
loose earth from the hoe. The cabbage plants 
were then taken and in the next rain were 
dibbled into the loose earth, the roots reach- 
ing down to thesods. They commenced at 
once and made a rapid growth, and the 
farmer states that a crop of cabbages was

Iy we are to believe statistics (which are 
generally correct), our fences have cost more 
money to build and keep in order than the 
original value of our farms. «The improved 
lands in one state, as an instanee—in South 
Carolina—are worth $20,000,000, while the 
fences that enclose”*them have cost $16,000,- 
000. The fences of New York have cost 
$144,000,000; of Obio, °115,000,000; and of 
Pennsylvania over $100,000,000. - The fences 
of the whole Union have been estimated at 
about one thousand three hundred millions of 
dollars. We must sooner or later abandon 


the system of fencing our farms into small 
fields, for the annual repair is a heavy tax 
upon the income of the land; and, as fences 
are erected solcly for the purpose of keeping 
away stock, we must in time adopt the prin- 
ciple of soiling. . A. farmer should baye but 
one fence, and that only pheaite his. whole 
farm. Interior feuces are only of secondary
